Inand for the surrender of the excou- 
(lve chamber and offices, the privy 
real and all books, papers, records and 
documents relating to the executive 
department was: made upon Governor 
William Sulzer. by Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Martin H, Glynn today, 

Governor Sulzer-refused to comply 
wilh the demand. Included in Gover- 
nor Sulzer’s refusal, according to D. 
Cady Herrick, chief of his counsel, Is 
a proposal that Glynn and Sulzer pre- 
pare an agreed statement of the facts 
in thelr controversy and submit them 
to the courts to determine who {s 
governor of New York. 

Mr. Glynn's letter 1s addressed to 
Mr, Sulzer simpyl. as ‘‘Hon Wm. Sulzer, 
Albany, N.Y." is signed by Mr. Glynn 
as aoling governor and reads as fol- 
lows, 

“In the performance of the duty, 
which has devolved upon me by artlole 
4, section 6, I officially demand that 
you deliver and ‘surrender to me as 
acting govelnor during the period of 
your constitutional disability. to act as 
governor, the use, possession and occu- 
pancy of the executive chamber and 
offices, and ‘that you likewise deliver 
wd surrender to me the executive privy 
wal of the state of New. York, and also 
wl hooks, papers, records: and) docu- 
ments in said chamber, or offices, or 
elsewhere In your «charge, possession 
or custody relating to or in any way. 
connected with or pertaining ‘to the 
execullye department. -he bearer 
hereof Js -authorized to receive your 
answer to this communication, 

“Respeotufully,

“Acting Governor." 
Sulzer Makes Reply. 

Governor Sulzer's reply was given 
promptly to Mr, Glynn's messenger. It 
vas addressed to Hon. Martin H; Glynn, 
Neutenant governor, and said: 

“Sit:—Yours of 415th, demanding 
that I deliver and surrender to you as 
acting governor, the use, possession 
and occupancy of the executive cham- 
ber and offices, and that I likewise de- 
liver and surrender to you the execu- 
tivo privy seal of the state of New 
York, and also all books, paper, re- 
cords and documents in sald ohamber 
or offices, or @lsewhere In my charge, 
poseouelcn of oustody relating to, or 

Nn ahy way connected with or pertain- 
ing to the executive department,  re- 
celyed, 

“In response thereto, I decline to re- 
cornize you as-acting governor of tha 
stale, and decline to deliver to you the 
use, possession and ocoupancy of the 
executive. chamber, and offices, or in 
any Way comply with the demands, and 
Tequests in your letter, 

“T shall continue to exerolse and dis- 
charge the constitutional duties of the 
Governor of the state of New York, first 
Among other reasons because I am ad- 
vised that the assembly at it’s present 
extraordinary session possessed and 
DoSssesses no power or authority to 
Prefer articles of Impeachment, and 
Becondly because the Meutenant gover- 
nor of the state is not authorized to acl 
aS governor in case of impeachment of 
Bovernor unless such impeachment |s 
euslalned, 

a. Would @o to Courts. 

For the purpose of preventing any 
unseamly struggle I suggest that coun- 
sel for the lieutenant governor and for 
Myself, agree upon a method of. sub- 
Milting the question to the courts for 
discussion and for that purpose that 
@xtra sessions be forthwith called so 
that a speedy ‘determinalion may be 
had, Respectfully,

Settlement is Said to Have 
Been Reached and Miners 
Will Resume Work, 


LADYSMITH AND NANAIMO 
ARE NOT RIOTING NOW 


Milltla’s Presence Brings 
Quietness Among the Tur- 
bulent Strikers—Guns Are 
Ready and Much Ammuni- 
tion on Streets, 

Vancouver, Aug. 45.—A biilletin re- 
ceived here at 4 o'clock from Nanaimo 
states that the strike is settled and ar- 
rangements have been made to resume 


work, No-details’ of the settlement ar 
given, :

Vancouver, B, Gi, Aug. 15. —The 
Princess Patrica with the Highlanders 
aboard, arrived at Ladysmith at 5 
o'clook this morning. 

No trouble was reported from there 
or at Nanaimo. 

Roourrence of Trouble. 

Nanamo, Aug, 15.—Though matters 
were quiet during yesterday, towards 
the evening there was_a recurrence of 
the previous . day's — disturbances, 
though not on quite such an extensive 
scale, The arrival of the militla had 
the effect of bringing the strikers to 
thelr senses, but when the regulars 
had left Nanalmo the srowd again got 
out.of hand and an exciting scene was 
witnessed when a strike breaker was 
sighted. His taking refuge in the police 
station was the means of saving his 
life probably, 

Part of Nanafmo {s in ruins, Exten- 
sion fs in a worse plight, and many of 
the strike breakers are in the hills 
seeking refuge. Last night between 
threo and four hundred militia left 
Vancouver, the majority of the men 
going to the strike region while a sinall 
number proceaded to Viotoria to re- 
place the regulars who are at Exten- 
sion. 

There are rumors to the effeot that 
a settlement has been reached. 

Proparod for Business. 

The militias comprising detachments 
from three Victoria regiments, marched 
to town at 40 o'clock yesterday morn- 
Ing through streets thronged with 
solemn, sullen miners. The 500 men 
comprising several “companies~ each 
from the fifth regiment, the 88th Fusi- 
leers and the Royal Canadian artillery, 
swung along In silence, only relleved 
now and then by a sharp command 
from the officers. 3 

Eaoh of the soldiers carried rifle and 
side arms,, as Well as blankets and thelr

LOSS OF CROPS NOT 
- CONSIDERED LARGE 


Storm Extended From Regina 
to Ontario and From Bound- 
ary to Saskatoon, 


Winnipeg, Aug. 45—An electrical 
disturbance of unusual violence,’ but 
evon more remarkable for the large 
area of electrical effects, aud its sleady 
progression from west to east, did 
much damage to standing crops in a 
‘number of districts of central Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba during ils pas- 
sage yesterday and last night, and in 
towns and cities along its route, Lhere 
‘was a good deal of minor loss in the 
way of broken glass, unroofed farm 
buildings, light and power out of com. 
mission, an dthe like. 5 

Owing to havoc played with tele- 
graph and long distance lelephone 
wires {t is impossible to gat accurate 
details of damage done or gather even 
an approximate idea of the territory 
affected, Roughly speaking, however, 
the storm made its first appéarance at 
Moose Jaw and Regina, in Southern 
Saskatchewan at an early hour yester- 
day morning, and at the same tiine its 
northern wing was sweeping over parts 
of central Saskatchewan. Here lor- 
rential wains and wind laid some ficids 
of grain, and here and there a barn was 
struck ‘by lightning or blown off its 
foundations, 

A Hundred Mies Wide, 

The effect was felt as far north as 
Yorkton, which puts the width of the 
disturbance at that point at 100 miles, 
So far it has traversed 700 miles. All 
day ithe disturbance appeared io have 
circled on its eastward course, pass- 
ing Into Manitoba and breaking — over 
Brandon, Portage la Prairie. and Win- 
nipeg in turn. It was long after mid- 
night before it had passed over, and 
this morning come reports from ‘Port 
Arthur and Fort William, al the head 
of the lakes, that the storm has brok- 


‘en there with equal severity, indicat- 


ing that it ls marching pretty well due 
cast, > :

Manitoba Storm Swept.

They 
come fo us and cry for food. We are 
yeduced to eating our woolen — gar- 
ments. We are still keeping on hoping 
for help. All the children ure dead, 
We are now a party of four fishermen 
and two women, Our suffering are In- 
describable, Two men just died. They 
tried to stave off hunger by eating the 
flesh of thelr dead comrades,”

TO EAT ANIMAL FLESH 


Captain Koch, Danish explorer, 
Gives Account of His Trip 
Through Greenland, 


Copenhagen, Denmark, Aug. {5—The 
story told by Captain Koeh, the Danish 
explorer, of the crossing of Greenland 
in company with three hardy compan- 
ions, shows that the dangers and hard- 
ships Lo be encountered on the great 
jinland ice field haye not decreased since 
Rear Admiral Robert BE, Peary and Dr, 
Fridtjof Nansen made their journey 
over a portion of these same deserted 
waters, 

The Danish leader and his three 
companions, Dr. Wagener, a German 
sailor, Larson, and Sigurdson, a native 
of Iceland, were reduced during their 
journey to eating a pet dog, the only 
animal left. 

After landing from their ship on 
July 24, 19412, the first mishap en- 
counlered by the expedition was the 
loss of a number of ponies. Shortly 
afterward their motor sledge  disap- 
peared through the thin ice and the 
explorers were obliged to wait until 
nearly the end of September before the 
fce was sufficiently thick to carry their 
sledges and horses. When they wore 
ready to start, Dr. Wagener fell, wilh 
the result that one of his ribs was 
broken, 


In Winter Quarters. 


The expedition arrived at about 10 
on October 18 and went Into winter 
quarters there. 

‘The shortness of the fodder neoes- 
sitaléd the slaughtering of all the 
exception of five

In April 20, this year, the four men 
broke camp, and with five slelghs, 
each drawn by a pony, started on their

faces, which soon had the appearance 
of raw beef, while the temperature at 
night was 30 below zero. 

Snow shoes were fitted to the fect 
of the two remaining ponies and proved 
of wonderful assistance to them in the 
loose snow. But for the ponles the 
exporers would have been In a worse 
plight. ’ 
Killed Last Pony. 

Unfortunately for the explorers, St 
was found nocessary to kill another 
pony on July 14 this year, because tho 
fodder had given out. Next day the last 
pony was killed, much to the distress 
of the members of the expedition as 
a few miles further on splendid pas- 
turage was found. 

The rations of Captain Koch and_-his 
companions had been meanwhile gra- 
dually reduced and on July 18. their 
provisions were finished. A howling 
blizzard came on top‘of this misfortune 
and for 35 hours the four men were 
compelled to take shelter under a pro- 
Jecting rock, where they remained 
without « morsel of food, 

On July {5 they tried to push on to 
the coast, which was now visible, but 
they were so uxhausted with hunger, 
cold and wet that they were soarcely 
able to move, Thelr only chance for 
life was to kill the pet dog, whioh had 
tramped with them for about 800 miles, 
This was done and its flesh was cooked 
and eaten. The meal was_ hardly 
finished when the explorers sighted a 
sailing boat in a ford to the cast of 
Proeven on the west coast of Green- 
land. 

By means of shots the explorers 
succeeded in attracting those on board 
the vessel, and Pastor Chemnitz, 
who avas on the ship, soon, with the 
assistance of the crew, had the famish- 
ed and worn out explorers’in safety.

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EXHIBITION ASSOCIATION 
DIRECTORS OPTIMISTIC. ets Be 

Although the weather has unfortunately been such as to hold the attendance at the 
exhibition down to a minimum the directors of the association are still optimistic and predict 
that the fair will at least break even, : 

Even though there is a slight loss in dellars and cents the exhibition will have proved 
(o be a complete success from many points of view and the directors are to be commended 
for their decision to carry out the regular program from day to day despite the inclemency 
of the weather, Thousands of people, from all parts of Canada and United States, have arriv- 
ed in Edmonton during the week to attend the fair and not one of them has had anything but 
praise for the exhibition. i e 

The Edmonton fair has long been recognized as the premier attraction in Western 
Canada and the association has this year left no stone unturned which would lend to. its 
success. The attractions provided are far above the average; the exhibits, both as to number 
and quality, are far ahead of those shown last year; and the race programme alone, given 
fair weather, is of a standard which would guarantee a record breaking crowd every day dur- 
ing the fair, TH the association finds at the end of the week that the balance is on the wrong 
side of the ledger the fault cannot be laid to those who have had charge of the exhibition. 

A prominent feature of the fair, and one which shows that the exhibition is recognized 
as above the standard throughout the Dominion and in United States, 1s the number of ex- 
hibits entered from all parts of the continent. Racing stock and prize winning animals which 
have swept the boards at fairs from the Gulf of Mexico north and from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific on both sides of the boundary line are to be found on the grounds mingled with 
Alberta products whose reputations are on a-par with those gathered from all parts of North 
America, Outside owners of prize winning stock recognize the value of having their pro- 
perty on exhibit at the Edmonton exhibition. If they did not see where they were to gain it is 
safe to say that their property-would not be on exhibition. Five years ago the Edmonton ex- 
hibition was nothing more than a country fair. Today it is an exhibition far above the ma- 
jority opened on the continent and the inferior of none. It has been advertised from one end 
of Canada to the other and as a result thousands.of exhibitors and visitors are in the city to 
{ake part in making it a success. 

That the weather has not been propitious is nobody’s fault. Even though the attend- 
ance is smaller than was anticipated the directors of the association can rest assured that their 
fibors have not been in vain. Edmonton in particular and Alberta in general has received 
enough advertising through the exhibition to offset the deficit which may result. Everything 
that could possibly have been accomplished to make fhe fair a success has been done. And 
despite adverse weather conditions it can safely be said that the exhibition was worth the 
effort and although holding minimum receipts Edmonton has gained through her exhibition. 


It is unfortunate that those who have come to the city to view the fair have becn pre- 
vented from spending their time at the grounds but this should have no effect on the plans for 
next year. ‘The association took the right step when they decided to carry out this year’s pro- 
gramme to the letter. The proper thing to do now is to: begin plarining at once an exhibition 
for next vear which will eclipse anything ever held-in the Dominion. Possibly next year 
Jupiter Pluvius will be a little more considerate.

STRINGENCY PASSES 

WHEN CROP IS HARVESTED. 
Reports received from all parts of the west In- 

dicate that the grain crops are in good condition and 

that the harvest will be beyond the average of the 

past few years. In the majority of the districts 

the reports state that the acreage will show an In- 


crease of approximately 75 per cent while the 
yield is 40 per cent above that of last year. With 
the moving of the grain crop thousands of dollars 
will be sent into western Canada and the finan- 
cial depression, which has been felt less here than 
in any other part of the continent, will disappear 
entirely, This is the year that Canada reaps its re- 
ward. A record is promised in the west while in 
United States the grain yield will be far below the 
average. 

The latest estimate of the grain crop across the 
line predicts a shortage of at least 300,000,000 
bushels in the corn crop alone while the wheat yleld 
is over half a million bushels less than was ex- 
pected. Oats are also some 400,000,000 bushels 
behind the 1912 crop. The result will be that 
Canada will have a market close at home for every- 
thing that she produces and at excellent prices. 

In Canada the reports are entirely confirmatory 
of those issued a month ago, and the area under 
wheat in Canada is therefore finally placed at 
9,816,300 acres or,57,900 acres more than in 
4912, The area in spring wheat is 8,990,500 acres 
cr {3,100 acres more than in 1912 and the area 
ta be harvested of fall wheat remains at 825,000 
acres, Oats are estimated to occupy 9,646,400 
acres, an increase of 429,500 acres, barley 1,430,- 
800 acres, an increase of 15,600 acres, rye 127,- 
200 acres, a decrease of 8,910 acres, and hay and 
clover 7,621,600 acres, a decrease of 12,000 acres. 

The acreages under the later sown cereals and 
hoed crops are estimated to be as follows: Buck- 
wheat 352,100, flaxseed 1,287,300, corn for husk- 
ing 272,650, beans 52,950, potatoes 462,600, 
turnips, etc., 206,400, sugar beets 17,500 and corn 
for fodder 281,890, 

For the three Northwest provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, the total wheat area 
is finally estimated ats9,013,800 acres, as com- 
pared with 8,961,800 acres last year; that of oats 
at 5,305,800 acres compared with 4,913,900 acres 
and that of barley at 857,700 acres compared with 
809,900 acres—these differences representing. in- 
creases of 52,000 acres for wheat, 391,900 acres 
for oats and 47,800 for barley, or 491,700 acres 
for the three crops. : : 

On only one problem does the question of west- 
ern Canada securing millions of dollars within the 
next few months depend and that is the transpor- 
{ation lines. The different companies have  an- 
nounced that they would have no difficulty in hand- 
ling the crop but these statements have been made 
from year to year and following them have come 
enormous grain blockades so that the public now 
lakes the announcements of railway officials with

the proverbial grain of salt. It is up to the railways. 
If the crop is moved as_the times demand nothing 
can keep the Canadian West from forging ahead. 


CANADIAN EXPOSITION 
PLANNED FOR NEW YORK. 


The proposed exposition in New York, at which 
Canada would have on display samples of her vari- 


ous resources, her numerous industries and an out- 
line of the opportunities offered for investment 
especially in the western provinces, will open the 
door. of communication to thousands of desirable 
emigrants and demonstrate to capitaligts of the 
world the advisability of investing their money in 
the dominion. This exposition would provide a 
premier opportunity for advertising the claims of 
Canada to the world as one of the coming nations, 
industrially and financially, of the universe. Pro- 
vinces, cities and boards of trade are urged to take 
advantage of the opportunity thus offered of adver- 
tising Canada,in United States and are requested 
to prepare suitable exhibits, which, when gathered 
together under one roof, cannot fail to impress. It 
is the intention of those who are advocating the ex- 
position to secure a complete exhibit similar to 
that now on display at Ghent. Suitable advertis- 
ing literature is to be prepared and during the prog- 
ress of the Canadian exposition in New York it is 
planned that the metropolis shall ring with Canada 
from every point of view. 

The plans for the exposition are still in the em- 
bryonic stage but by 1914, when it is to be held, 
there is no question but what the proposition will 
have developed to the point where Canada will reap 
results from the endeavors put forth. 


LORD KITCHENER’S 
WORK IN EGYPT. / 


During the past few weeks scathing editorials 
have appeared in the old country press relating to 
Lord Kitchener’s failure to report to the secretary 
upon his arrival in London. Kitchener, it appears, 
adopted a free hand while in Egypt and paid but lit- 
tle attention to the instructions sent out by the gov- 
ernment. That the value of the work he was doing 
was recognized by the government was shown by 
the fact that he retained his post. Continued indj- 
cations of his activity along the Nile are forthcom- 
ing, the latest being contained in a note to Lord 
Grey respecting the proper lines to follow in the 
reforming of the Egyptian constitution. The object 
of the proposition, according to the Sirdar, is to 
provide a more real system of representation than 
is.now in force. It is urged that the legislative coun- 
cil be enlarged and that it take over certain powers 
which have in the past fallen under the jurisdiction 
of the general assembly. 
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Charges are to be preferred against the Mont- 
teal police department. And It was only a week ago 
held up as oné of the model forces of the dominion.

‘were built, here and there; but this 
program did not satisfy British Colum- 
bla, and the people refused to be paci- 
fied by. the proposals of J, D. Exl- 
gar, who in 1874 visited Brittsh 
Columbia as the envoy of the* Mac- 
kenzle government, 

The terms of settlement proposed by 
the Earl of Carnarvon, as arbitrator, 
were equally unsatisfactory. The 
parliamentary proposition that the ex- 
penditures’ for railway construotion 
should only be such as “the resources 
of the country will permit without in- 
creasing ‘the existing rates of taxation” 
did not seem promising, and in the 
aummor of 1876 the agitation reached 
a point whore’ British Columbia 
threatened secession, | ‘Then camo the 
visit of Lord Dufferin, and the storm 
was quieted.

Ambassador Page, B8 Today, 
Began Career as a Roporter. 

The Fourth Estate scores again, 
Walter. Hines Page, the new and al- 
ready popular United States ambuassa- 
dor at the Court of St. James, began 
his career as a newspaper reporter. 
No, on second thought, that fs hardly 
correct. He commenced his career as 
avery young baby at Cary, a suburb of 
Raleigh, N.C., on August 15, 1855, and 
it follows that he will celebrate his 
fifty-eighth birthday today. After 
graduating from Randolph-Macon col- 
lege he became one of the first twenty 
fellows of John Hokins university, and 
remained two years at the Baltimore 
institulion, He then worked a8 a re- 
porter on a western paper, and made 
a tour through the southern states. 
His abilfty as a writer and keen obsery- 
er won for him a place on the staff 
of the New York Herald, and for a 
time he wrote book reviews and edi- 
torials: for the great newspaper of 
Joseph Pulitzer. Later he yas_ given 
a commission by the World to visit 
Utah and write about the life and cus- 
toms of the Mormons. After tnis he 
entertained the ambition that comes to 
every newspaper worker sooner or 
later—that of starting a newspaper of 
his own. Raleigh was chosen for this 
experiment, and the yénture was suc- 
cessful in so far as It made the editor 
a recognized power in his native com- 
munity. Later he was editorially con- 
nected with several big newspapers, 
and in 1890 entered the magazine field 
as editor of the Forum. From 1896 
to 14899 he was the editor of that 
famous Boston magazine, the Atlantio 
Monthly, and in 1900 he became tho 
editor of the World's-Work,-a connec- 
Won which continued until his recent 
appointment as United States ambassa- 
dor to England. Like practically all 
newspaper editors, Ambassador Page 
{s keenly intellectual, witty, cntertain- 
ing, modest, unassuming and, striklogly 
handsome,

nawspaper, The Oregon Spectator, 
founded In 1846, the same. year a8 
the Montersy Californian, was publish- 
od in Oregon City, and was the first 
bona fide newspaper in the Pacific 
Northwest. When gold was discovered 
in California, the New York newspapers 
began to Issue California editions, 
which were sent by thousands to San 
Francisco, Among. the existing great 
newspapers of California are the Sac- 
ramento Union, founded In 1854, and 
the San Francisco Bulletin, established 
In 4853. The Bulletin waged a de- 
termined warfare against the crooks 
and gamblers, and the shooting of its 
editor, James King, by a politician 
named Casey, resulted in the revival 
of the vigilance committee. The early 
California papers attracted many Dril- 
Mant men, inoluding Mark ‘Twain, 
Joaquin Miller, Bret. Harte, Prenlico 
Mulford, Charles Warren Stoddard and 
many others. It was for the Sacra- 
mento Union that Mark Twain mado 
his trip to the Sandwich islands.

A correspondent with a thirst for in- 
formation wants to know who origin- 


ated commercial baseball. That honor 
belongs to Harry Wright, and his Qin- 
olnnat! Red Stockings were the first 
regular aggregation of professionals. 
Harry Wright had been a famous 
cricket player before he took up base- 
ball. It was In the early -'60’s that he 
organized tho Red Stockings, at first an 
amateur nine. Among the famous 
games of the amateur perlod were 
those with Harvard, won by Clinoin- 
nat; 20 to 17, and tne National olub 
of Washington, - which defeated 
Wright's nine 58-to 40, Untll 1868 
the laws of the game forbade remun- 
eration to players, but in 1868 this rule 
was abrogated, and Wright was the 
first to take advantage of the commer- 
cial posslbilillos of the game, He got 
together a team of star players from 
many cilics and in 1869 mado a tour 
that extonded from the Atlantic to the 
Paciflo. They played. fifty-seven games 
on this tour, and won all but one, 
which was a tle, They scored a total 
of 2,389 runs: against 574 for the 
enemy. And this olub, remember, was 
the Clnoinnatl Red Sox! The¢g 
whipped the Troy Haymakers, perhaps 


The Red Sox remained undefeated un- 
tl] 4870, when the Brooklyn Atlantlos 
took their measure, 8 to 7. That sum- 
mer they also came near to defeat by 
Harvard, but were sayed by chasing in 
seven runs in the ninth after two men 
were out. Soon after this Harry Wright 
went to Boston and in 1874 accom- 
panied the Boston club to England, 
With the formation of the National 
league in 1870 Wright became manager 
of the Bostons, and won the pennant in 
4877 and 1878, Cincinnat! mado a 
poor showing in Its first year with the 
National league, finishing last, and 
dropped out of the circult. The Red 
Sox. returned to the fold In 1878, but 
dropped out again in 1881. Cnclnnatl 


returned to the league In 1890. The] 


American association placed a team In 
Rodville the following year, but It 


was soon transferred to Milwaukee 
The Red Sox, although the most 
anolent of professional’ clubs, . haye 


never won a pennant, and 1b {s small 
wonder thit the fans of tho Ohfo city 
have Leeome a disgruntled and dis- 
couraged lot.
